Several of the 15 saved walked 
away from the broken chunk! of 
the big four-engm e DC7 that had 
taken off only two minutes before

The accident happened 
shortly after midnight. 


Just as the cabin light* flashed 
that the passengers could remove 
their seat belts, a ball of fire shot 
out from an engine on the right 
wing 
The plane, burning bright­ 
ly on the right aide, plum m eted to 
earth 


Braniff officials said the nine 
dead included an official of the 
airline from 
Dallas, three pilots 
and a pilot's wife, all flying ae 
passengers 
The five crew mem­ 
bers operating the plane escaped 
death.

Three 
Coast 
Guard 
helicopter 
teams 
began lifting the Injured 
and dead, from the scene nine 
minutes after the crash was re­ 
ported.

The tail com partm ent broke off 
in a third huge chunk separated 
from the rem ainder of the wreck­ 
age som e 200 feet away. Four p e r 
sons walked away from this bit of 
wreckage.

dark night w hile rescue workers 
a few yards away fought in ooiy, 
black slim e to get the survivors
